One of the 
females was illigitinate. It is very satisfactory to note that 


none of the deaths was due to any of the Zymotic diseases 


whereas two were due to premature birth.

Sist December 1920. 
Gentlemen, 
I have to report that the following Sanitary 
work has been carried out during the year ended 31st December 1920. 
Complaints received by me of nuisances existing 
have had my attention and in most cases the same have been abated 
Without any necessity for the issue of formal notices. In? 
cases notices to abate nuisances have been served, including 
@ cases of overcrowding, all of which notices were complied with. 
Periodical Perarobioas of the Slaughter houses, 
schools, bake-offices and workshops within the district have been 
made, also of the Cowsheds and Dairies. They were found to be 
generally kept in a satisfactory condition. There are 
epee eeemately 206 cows in milk kept. 
The number of houses AA Siatorton. after cases of 
infectious diseases under the direction of the Medical Officer 
of Health, was ll viz :- 8 cases of diptheria and 5 cases of 
scarlet fever. 
In 3 cases of insufficient privy aéconcdatiae 3 new 
privies have been erected. 
All the open sewers were cleansed during the year and 
in 5 cases the closed sewers were opened to remove biockages. 
Under the new contract for the removal of the night 
scil the work is being carried out nost satisfactorily, the 
nunber of receptacles removed washed and disinfected being 
46,579. 
The only houses being erected are those under the 
Housing Scheme on the Beccles Road site. Some of these are 


near completion and should soon be ready for occupation.
